15, 17-19, 21-23, 25-27, and 29-40 are pending in the application. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 1 2 and 1 3, filed 08/09/201 1 , with respect to 
claims 1 , 3, 7, 1 5, 1 7, 1 8, 23, 25, 26, 31 , 32, and 36-38 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) of claims 1 , 3, 7, 1 5, 1 7, 1 8, 23, 
25, 26, 31 , 32, and 36-38 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-8, 1 0-1 5, 1 7-1 9, 21 -23, 25-27, and 29-40 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re independent claims 1,15, 23, 31 and 36: The prior art of record, taken alone 
or in combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest, in conjunction with other limitations in 
the claims, an insulating layer provided over the antenna; and a wiring provided on the 
insulating layer, wherein the wiring is electrically connected to the antenna through a 
contact hole formed in the insulating layer; and wherein the antenna and the thin film 
integrated circuit device are electrically connected through the wiring. 

Re independent claims 8, 19, 27, and 33: The prior art of record, taken alone or 
in combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest, in conjunction with other limitations in the 
claims, an antenna provided over the first surface of the internal substratum; a thin film

integrated circuit device provided over and in contact with the first surface of the internal 
substratum; and a wiring provided on the second surface of the internal substratum, 
wherein the wiring is electrically connected to the antenna through a contact hole 
formed in the internal substratum; and wherein the antenna and the thin film integrated 
circuit device are electrically connected through the wiring. 

Re independent claim 35: The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fail to teach or fairly suggest, in conjunction with other limitations in the claims, an 
antenna provided over the first surface of the label substratum; a thin film integrated 
circuit device provided over the first surface of the label substratum; and a wiring 
provided on the second surface of the label substratum, wherein the wiring is electrically 
connected to the antenna through a contact hole formed in the label substratum; and 
wherein the antenna and the thin film integrated circuit device are electrically connected 
through the wiring.
